This is a deep, dark purple single belonging to the 
"Japanese" group. Bloom has darker, almost black splotch 
at petal base, lasts extremely well for a single. 8-year- 
old plant bore 73 blooms this spring.

One of the fine hybrids between Moutan varieties and 

species Lutea. It bears completely double blooms which 

are yellow, the petals tinged with coral to orange shades. 

Very pleasantly fragrant, and quite vigorous. Divisions 

set out in fall of 1948, much smaller than those I am 

offering for sale, are now four to four and one-half feet 

tall in my garden, in full sun. The only possible objection 
to this hybrid,--that its blooms are genera} ly. down within 

the foliage,--is more than made up for by MSS extreme beauty. 
This plant would be worthwhile, however, for its foliage alone.

Vigorous 
grower also, and will increase rapidly. Fragrant.
